ence the fimple maxims of com- 

mon fenfe. ‘Lo give fuch a por~ 


tion,of othcial weight and emoiu- 
ment to the different parties as may 
aoorcach near to their refpeciive 
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numbers, is an a& of juftice to 
pubic opinion of which at Jeaft the 
Minority. ought not to complain. 
The changes neceflarily produced
